Terrible Earthquake in the Southern 
- ' States. | ; 
Cmantestor, 8. ©., Sept. 1.-—An 
uake such.as has never before 


been known. in the history of this city 
swept over jast night shortly 


after ten o'clock, causing more loss and 
fee 2 piney and far more loss of 
ife cyclone of the year before. 
The city iv wrecked. The .streets are 
encumbered with » mass of fallen bricks 
and ‘tingled télégraph and “telephone 
wires, and up,to.an early hour it was 
was almost impossible to pass from one 
part of the city to another, Ther firet 
shock wae most’ severe. Most of the 
peeps with their families passed the 
night im the streets, which.even this 
morning are crowded with people afraid 
ore than 
sixty persons were killed ahd wounded 
chiefly colored, Fires broke gut in 
different: parts of the. city . immediatel y 
fifter the earthquake and some are still 
burning, but there is no danger of their 
spreading. There is no way of leaving 
the city at present. 

The city is a complete wreck. St. 
Michael's chursh and” St. ° Phillip’s 
church two of the most historic churches 
in the city, ate in ruins. So is the 
Hibernian hall, the police station and 
many other pnblic buildings. Fully 
two-thirds of the residéndes in the city 
ate uninhabitable, being wrecked totally 
or partially. Itis suppored that be- 
tween 60 and 100 persons have been 
killed and sevetal hundred wounded. 
At the time of the first shock fire broke 
out in different places in the city about 
twenty houses were destroyed. Scarce- 
ly'a hundred houses in the city “are 
occupied at thig time, the people being 
encamped in open places, All the stores 
are closed, and it is feared there will be 
a scarcity of provisions, not ‘from the 
want of provisions, but because no one 
can be got to reach the stores to sell 
them. ' 

The city is wrapped in gloom and 
business ig entirely suspended: The 
people generally remain in fhe streets 
in Tents'and under impoverished shelt- 
ers; and will camp out to-night, fearing 
another shock. “The gas ‘works are ‘in- 
jared and probably the city will be 
without light to-night. Much injury 
‘was done to the mansions on the: east 
and south battery. Many houses are’so 
shaken and cracked that a hard blow 
would:bring them:to.the ground. The 
shock was severe at Suilivan's Island 
but there was ho loss of life. It is ‘re- 
ported thst fisitires inthé earth “have 
been noticed, from which. fine sand, 
apperentiy from. a great depth, exudes a 
sulphurous smé on 
. The first shock’ of «ea ake © was 
felt approathing last night at 9.50, And 
before people could. realize .what the 
trouble. wes they themselves being 
round and their houses falling down 
nthem, Eyery-one ran screaming in- 
te the streets, and in a few seconds. the 
city was wild with human . beings _per- 
fectly crazed with fright. Exelamations 
could be heard on all sides, such as 
“My God, save us!” “ God have mercy 
upon us!” and ‘people could be seen 
kneeling everywhere in groups offering 
prayers. ‘The first shock was followed 
immediately by another though of Jess 
effect, but renewing the screams and 
shrieks ; and from the time of. begin- 
ning to daylight shocks were felt at 
intervals of half an hour; but eath suc- 
ceeding one being less distinct. 

Prema equally as severe was felt at 
a distance of 35 milos, and have done 
inestimable damage to railroad and 
ki property.

The Milk Case. 


The Magistrate at Belleville gave 
judgment Monday in the case against 
John G. Pearson, of Rawdon, in which 
he is charged with sending adulterated 

| milk to the Trent Valley cheese factory. 
Evidence was given a week ago, which 
the Magistrate found conclusive against 
the dofendant. In the written judg- 
ment the clear and pointed evidence of 
Mr. Jas. Whitton, instructorin cheese 
making was commented upon. The 
defendant was fined $25, and $10.95 
cost, for watering milk. As _ the 
evidence in the charge of sending skim- 
med milk to the factory was not con- 
clusive, it was dismissed with cust, 
$7.30. Mr. 8. B. Burdett appeared for 
the prosecution, and Mr. Geo. D. Dick- 
son forthe defence. The case will be 
appealed. 

Cheese men ascribe the credit of the 
successful prosecution to Mr. Whitton, 
and say it will do much to iis 
growing evil which, if tolerated, would 
ruin the reputation of the district in 
the cheese markets, as it lowers the 
the standard of the product. 


Fatal Railway Accident. 


GEORGE FREDERICKS, ENGINEER, KILLED 
NEAR HASTINGS, 


Last Friday night asthe engine of a 
ballast train working on the Grand Junce- 
tion track west. of Hastings, was 
approaching that village, after the day's 
work, it collided with a fallen tree,with 


fatal results. George Fredericks of 
Belleville, engineer on the engine, was 
fatally inju The flat cars compos- 


ing the train had been left at the gravel 
pit, and the engine, in charge of the 
deceased and fireman McDonald, was 
running towards Hasting, to put up for 
the night. When about four miles 
west of its destination, a fallen tree was 
noticed onthe track ahead. The engine 
was running tender first. The fireman 
jumped and escaped unhurt, as they 
were going ata slow rate of speed. 
Fredericks reversed his engine and 
jumped also. When picked up his left 
foot was cut off and he had a scalp 
wound. He was conveyed to Hastings 
and made as comfortable a possible, but 
expired about eleven o’clock that night. 
The tree proved to be no formidable 
obstruction. . The engine struck and 
stopped without boing damaged. 

He was 35 years of age, has been 
twice married and leavesa wife and 
three children. The remains were 
taken to Belleville, conveyed to his home 
and prepared for burial. 

The funeral was largely attended 
Stinday afternoon. The Masons and 
Locomotive Engineers turned out in 
large numbers. The Mary Ethel con- 
veyed the party to the cemetery.

Fall Assizes. 

The Assizes for the County of Hastings 
opened at Belleville, on Monday last. The 
Hon. Mr. Justice Armour presiding. 

The criminal docket contains a mamber of 
important criminal charges, forgery and 
larceny. The celebrated case of the Queen 
ve. Gowan of Tyendinaga is coming up again 
for final settlement, having already been up 
twice or three times ; and also the notorious 
“ Coffin McDonald," on many charges of 
larceny. ' 

The first case which came up before the 
Court, on the civil list, was the case of 
Delaney vs. McGrath and Clairmont, Trust- 
ees. This action was for the purpose of de- 
termining to whom a certain sum of money 
left by one Mra. McGrath belonged, whether 
to her lineal heirs or to her legatee or denotee. 
The gift of the money was made about the 


time of the old lady's death and deposited in | > 


the hands of the Trustees for delivery to the 
plaintiff. Judgment for plaintiff, for the 
money with costs, and an order directing 
Clairmont to pay into Court the money in 
question, and thereby relieving him of his 
Trusteeship without any loss, with his right 
to receive all his costs as between Solicitor 
and client. . Skinner for plaintiff, A. A. Mc- 
Donald for Clairmont, G, Dickson, Q.C., for 
defendant. 

McCaw vs. Ponton.—Action of ejectment 
to recover land in Elzevir sold for taxes. 
The Jury notice was struck out and the case 
was laid over to the next Court. Stewart &

McCaw. va. Fleming,—This was a case to 
recover the south half of lot number 23 in 
the 4th con. Elzevir. The case is yet to be 
argued in term as to the law when judgment 
will be entered asthen found, The question 
of costs reserved.

8. B. Burdett for deft. 

Norman va. Hope.—This was one of the 
most important cases before the Court, brought 
by Capt. Norman of Millbridge, against the 
Sheriff of this County for damages, $500.00, 
wader the following circumstances: Im the 
month of August, 1884, the plaintiff caused 
a distress to be made of the goods and chat- 
tele of one Henry Bowen for balance of rent. 
Thereupon Henry Bowen caused a writ of 
replevin to be issued out of the Connty 
Court to enable him to get back the goods on 
the ground that there was no rent due, and 
also that there had been a previous distress 
for the same rent. At the Court the verdict 
waa for the defendant Norman, but the writs 
of execution which were placed in the hands 
of the Sheriff were returned “‘ no good.’’ The 
The plaintiff then obtained an assignment 
of the usual Bond which the Sheriff is direct. 
ed by the Statute to take to secure himself 
and all others against any loss by the pro- 
ceedings in replevin and brought action 


against the obligors thereto. he Sheriff 

in returning the writs no goods. Then 
the present action was begun the 
Sheriff to recover damages, as Slostipanabel. 
for illegally, improperly and negligently 
taking a Bond in the replevin suit with in- 
aufficient sureties. The case was mainly 
contested on legal grounds. The Judge,who 
approved of the course pursued by the plain- 
tiff, remarked that no similar case ever 
come before him, and would look more into 
the question as to the amount of damages, 
reserved judgment for a few days. The case 
is almost sure to go to the Court of Appeal.

| AN INDUSTRIOUN LOCAL PREACHER 

Lonxpos, Sept. 22.—The case of Edward 
Steale. a well-known local preacher, prosecuted 
by the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children for inhuman brutality to his two 
little boys, attracts considerable attention in 
London. Steale is the minister of an Islington 
church, and also preaches in the open air on 
Sunday in Hyde Park.
